I have raised stalks 15 feet high, the 
blades seven inches broad and 10 feet 
5 inches from tip to tip on opposite 
sides of the stalk, with 11 ears on the 
sulk. It is a wonderfully deep feeder, 
willingly and from choice sending its 
roots to the subsoil, and thrusting it* 
roots down deeper during a drought. 
The stalks and numerous blades it 
!) fir.- remain green through six weeks 
of the most excessive drought, with 
hot winds, whilecommoncoro perished 
the second w eek."

W. W. Combs, 
of Waco, agninst his successful Kepub- 
lican opponent, Hon. W. T. Ham-, .4 
this city. We iimlei Maud that among 
other grounds of contest, Mr Combs al- 
leges ira. gn'ariues iu Diir.canlion, llear- 
wollow and Biggerstaff precincts The 
exact allegations which Mr. tombs 
proposes to prove, we ate not able ac- 
curately lo give, not having seen Ids 
papers before they wert tiled on Satur- 
day. We understand, however, that 
he' will ask that Bearwallow precint be 
thrown out liecause the election wss 
not held by secret ballot, but that vot- 
ing was done openly in disreganl of 
the election law. At Duncannon seven _ 
were thrown out, two of which were I 
Republicans, because a pencil was ' 
used instead of the regulation ■tStso/Vsj 
This and other alleged "distingtlisliiiiK I 
marks" caused the officers to throw out 
those ballots, the Democrats losing 
five votes thereby. The trouble in 
Biggerstaff was that the ballots gave 
out and nineteen Democrats and six 
Republicans did uot vote at all. If the 
l/egislature considers these valid j 
grounds for-Ainseating Mr. Harris, his 
majority of 64 will be over come by a 
considerable margin, as Barwallow gave 
a Republican majority of 50, and the 
five Democratic ballota thrown out at 

Duncan i and ihe 10 not voting at 

ftiggerstaff, will more than offset the 
Republican majority. 

The contest is generally a surprise as 
it was supposed that the decision of the 
County Commissioners left no room 
for doubting that the result as then an- 
nouaced would be acquiesced in and 
final.
